The bill was read a t length * and passed by a vote 
of 73 to 2— Fox and Herehey voting t.o. 
Mr. B r a u n h a r t moved to take up Assembly Bill 
No. 5—An Act to amend Section 3059 of the Po­ 
litical Code, in relation to the issuance of licenses to 
aliens (by Mr. Braunhart). 
So ordered. 
Mr. B e n n e t t opposed the bill because this kind of 
legislation is not constitutiona . 
He »aid the State 
couJd not afford to go against the Constitution of 
the U nited States or the treaty. 
1 hey are the 
supreme law of the land, and we must not violate 
th at law. 
He denounced the doctrine th at tr.e 
State has the right to override the Federal laws. 
The State cannot afford to do it. 
If we can violate 
the United States Constitution, then any citizen of 
the State has the same right to violate our own 
Constitution 
The argum ent holds good through 
out 
He did not believe that there vas any man 
starving in this State. 
He had never employed a 
Chinaman, and was not their friend, but he wanted 
to do things right. 
Men may be out of work, but 
there 
is 
no 
excuse 
for 
any 
man 
being 
out 
of 
work. There 
are no 
stout, 
hearty 
‘ Chinamen going from door to door. 
They all 
have work. 
There 
are hundreds of men in 
the State who have f >rfeited their inheritance 
They will not take the land which the State and 
Government offers to them . 
They lack industry 


and eeouomy. 
Thousands of them have spent more 
than enough money in whisky and tobacco to buy 
them a farm. 
Many of them lay around the corner 
grocery spending t eir money* in whisky. 
Why 
don’t these men make work for.themselves ? They 
ought to go and get work for themselves. 
It is not 
tlu policy of the Government to make work for 
able-bodied men. 
They m ust take care of them* 
selves. 
If they were starving, why not give them 
the money that i-» being sent to Ireland ? tie did 
not believe in taking away the means by which the 
Chinamen are to make u living. 
Every man feels 
the evils, but the qm stion is, what shall be done? 
They have come here under ihe guarantee cf the 
Federal Government, and the Government must 
protect.them. They' will not fail tju o it, aud for 
all the howls of the sand lot and Kearney [called to 
orderj the United States will stand firm in its 
pledge if it takes the last drop of blo«*d and 
treasure. 
It is proposed to tax these China­ 
men for 
the 
pim lege of 
making a thing. 
It is nothing but robbery, ami that, te*», by a great 
State. 
The State cannot afford to go down into 
the pockets of an irishm an, or a Chinaman, or an 
American, and take therefrom the money earned by 
the sweat of their brr.ws. The «'onstituii n says 
the Legislature shall discourage Chinese immigra- 
ti n by all means within their power, but it is not 
w thin their power to abrogate the Federal treaties. 
He had supported the other b ll because that was 
w ithin the province of the btate. 
He therefore 
nu.ved to strike out the enacting clause. 
Mr. B ra u n h art said he had great respect for this 
opponent of the bill. 
He had no UouLt the gentle­ 
man was sincere in his opposition to the Chinese, 
hut he lays too much stre ss upon the fact that these 
bills are in violation of the Federal Constitution. He 
forgets that the^tate has certain reserved rights which 
cannot be tre nched uj*on even by a United States 
treaty, and the State has a perfect right to legislate 
in this m atter. 
He quoted the language of Judge 
McLane, in the Slaughter case, to prove that the 
right of the .State in this respect is higher and 
deeper than even the Constitution of the United 
states, because it involves its own preservation and 
its own prosperity. The only question is, Do these 
Chinese threaten the peace, the existence of the 
State ? No one will deny it, and the ¿supreme Court 
of the United States says the •- tate may protect her­ 
self. 
He quoted also from the case of the City of 
New York vs Miln to show th at the Mate has* the 
right to protect hers If. 
It is not only right but the 
bounden dutv of the State to advance thl* interests 
and guard the safety of its people. 
There is n? 
lack of authority in the m atter. 
The e barbarians 
threaten, not only to destroy the State, hut tc. over­ 
throw a republican form of Government. 
We are 
commanded by the Constitution of tlic State and of 
the U nite i States to protect the people »>f the State 
aguiust this overshadowing danger. 
It is useless to 
talk about public lands to a man whose children are 
starving and crying lor bread. 
Where are these 
lauds that the gentleman talks about? The lands 
that are fit for cultivation have 1 ng ago been 
gobbled up. 
How are ihese men to get the 
uiears to establish themselves upon these lands, 
even if there are any vacant pieces. 
It is this very 
thing of the Chinese that forct-s men to tram p and 
beg for bread. The Chinamen do not beg for bread, 
for the soulless corporations give them employment 
to the exclusion of white men. 
Mr. M a ib k l l Siid he wished to place the question 
before the j>eople in its proper light. 
He knew th at 
we have the poor with us, and we will have so long 
as the causes which make poverty exist. 
How can 
these poor men go into the interior to take up and 
make farms ? United States fee costs $18 at the land 
office. 
They have to pay a fee at the land offices. 
H*>use, $150. Horses and plows and food and wagon 
and other necessary expenses, amounting to $800, 
which they must raise 1 efore they can go and take 
up the free soil. 
It is an insult to say to that poor 
man, Why don’t you go and take up Government 
land ? That is the reason these men cannot do it. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Assembly reassembled at 1:30 p. m . , Speaker 
Cowdery in the chair. 
31r. T y l e r sakl he believed the poor thing was 
dead, and he withdrew his motion to reconsider the 
w ater bill. 
Mr. M a y bf.l l continued his rem arks on the Chi­ 
nese bill. He denied that those who favor this legis­ 
lation do go from narrow motives. 
He compli­ 
mented 31r. B ennett for daring to stand up in the 
face of the 153,006 voters and assert his convic­ 
tions. 
He believed th at the 153,000 voters m eant 
what they said when they ¿aid th at the Chinese 
should g o 
Those voters m eant emphatically that 
this Legislature should pass laws th at shall compel 
them to go. 
He did not deny the gentleman the 
right to stand here and represent his constituents— 
the 800 m inority -b u t he did deny him the right to 
impugn the motives of the 153,000*. That gentleman 
does not know the condition <»f the laboring class in 
this State. 
He is blrssedw ith plenty and cannot 
sympathize with the poor and lowly. He portrayed 
the sufferings of the poor people to-day, almost on 
the verge of starvation, 'lhere is starvation and 
suffering in the land, and the man who denies 
it knows 
not 
whereof 
he 
speaks. 
It 
is 
the 
Chinese 
curse 
which 
makes 
tram ps. 
He read from a San Jose paper to show how [x>ur 
men have to camp out in the cold all winter, living 
on jKitatoes. Then to weep erocidilc tears over the 
poor, oppressed Mongolian, who is the cause of a!i 
this misery and degrcdation ! Out upon such hypo­ 
critical pretense. 
He read from the papers to show 
how Chinese slaves are bought* and sold, and asked 
if it was for sueh heathens as these that white men 
are to be driven to the wall. 
He denied that it was 
only the riff-raff who were idle. 
He himself had 
been compelled to mortgage lfis little home to get 
bread for his children. 
He had hunted for work 
unsuccessfully, and had it not been for the fortui­ 
tous circumstances th at ha«l sent him to the Legis­ 
lature, his h me W’ould have been soid. 
He denied 
tliat the sand lot alone demands the expulsion of 
the Chinese, for every party had taken the same 
ground with one accord. 
No Conatitu'ion is higher 
than the people who make it. 
No Constitution can 
bind the people to starvation. The natural law of self­ 
preservation is higher than Constitutions or treaties. 
He said that cheap labor is nothing but slavery. 
Slavery in the Southern States was abolished by 
armed men, notwithstanding it was backed up by 
the Constitution and Courts. 
But it was against 
natural law, and in the face of the Consti ution 
black slavery went down in a sea of blood, and the 
shackles were stricken from four million of slaves. 
Chinese cheap labor is nothing but slave y, worse 
than was the slavery of the South. 
Gentlemen who 
vote fur this vote for the establishment of slavery. 
He showed how these slaves, called by courtesy im­ 
migrants, were bought and brought here 
They are 
serfs and slaves, and the men who cried ou t against 
African slavery’ now stand up in defense of a system 
of slavery worse in every respect than African 
slavery ever was. 
The old lash was used simply on 
the hack of the slave. 
’J he modern lash is the lash 
of the capitalists, who cry as they lash the poor 
white slave: “ Work on, work longer, work harder, 
work 
cheaper.” 
That 
is 
the 
lash th at is 
used to day. 
The speech, 
altogether, was the 
si»eech of the session on the qu« stion. 
It was 
broad and expansive, yet entering into all the de­ 
tails of the question. 
He drew a vivid picture of 
the condition of society, and the effect of this labor 
upon not only the laboring interests, but upon the 
great industries and the wealth of the country. 
He claimed that under existing circumstances cap­ 
ital and property are in danger; th at the State is on 
the very verge of revolution, which, if it cannot 
succeed peaceably, m ust eventually accomplish its 
ends in blood. 
These people have the courage of 
the American heart, and they will inaugurate revo­ 
lution. 
3Ir. B e n n e t t said his opposition was based on the 
unconstitutionality of the measure, 
lie was iu}t of 
that m inority who voted in favor of the Chinese. 
But he would consent to no measures except in ac­ 
cordance with lawr. 
He simply differed with the 
gentlemen os to tl e mode of tradicatin this evil. 
He would not violate the law, no m atter if he stood 
alone. 
It is the only safeguard to freed«»ni. 
Mr. T y l e r sai«l there had b en a im position here 
based on ihe assumption that the Assembly were 
a set of fools. 
When he charges that the Republi­ 
can party is pledged to that inf «mous doctrine, that 
the Chinese must go, he wanted to say that it is 
false, and he would spit upon a {tarty that would 
make them go in any other than in a lawful way. 
The Chinaman has just as much right here as the 
gentleman has. 
They are both here und- r solemn 
treaties and both have a right to protection. 
They 
have the same right as any native born, and it is a 
piece of infamy to pass such a law as this. The 
gentleman’s speech would be appropriate at the 
sand lot but not in legislative halls 
He owed his 
first duty to the Constitution of the United States, 
and second to the Constitution of the State, and a 
roan must violate his oath taken here to vote for 
that bill 
The C h a ir — Such language deserves the censure of 
the House. No gentleman has the right to abuse 
his privileges bv insinuating that a person voting 
will or will not violate his oath. 
It is entirely 
unparlianv ntary. 
Mr. T y l e r — You have no right to put such words 
into my mouth. 
I said I considered that I would be 
violating my oath if I voted for such a measure. 
Of course every member can vote as he sees proper. 
The C h a ir —That was not the language you used 
Mr. T y l e r — W hat I say applies to one member as 
well as another. 
The C h a ir — The gentleman is out of order, aa 
such language is calculated to cast disrespect upon 
the Legislature. 
Mr. B r a u n h a r t again addressed himself to the 
question, dealing with the argum ents on the other 
side as to the constitutionality of the law, and quot­ 
ing numerous decisions. 
3Ir. C a r r of Sacramento said the gentleman from 
Aliraeda m ight judge for himself as to the consti­ 
tutionality of the law, but, as for himself, he would 
be his own judge. 
The Constitution of this 8U te 
is presumed to be in accordance with the United 
St tes Constitution until the high«’St tribunal in the 
land declares to the contrary. 
The gentleman from 
Alameda is no te\« n one of the Judges of the Su­ 
preme Court, much less the Court itself. 
He be­ 
lieved the Legislature has 
the right to pass 
all measures th at will tend to rid the 
State 
of the 
Chinese, to relieve the 
|<oor laboring 
man, who is so sorely oppressed. 
How do the 
gentlemen know that these measures are un­ 
constitutional? Where has there ever been any 
ruling of the .Supreme Court to show that they are ? 
What nght have they to assume that they are un­ 
constitutional? This is the la» «1 of the free and the 
brave, maintained and defended by free men, who 
give their blood and their treasure lor the protection 
of their couiUry, and th tre is no room here for 
slave» and serfs. 
31 r. Y o r k said that it had been stated by legal 
gentlemen that, these mi-Artircs are unconstitutional, 
but he took comfort iu contemplating the fact that 
the great doctors of the law are not agreed upon 
this question, a d when doctor»disagree he Ulieved 
it safe for ihe people to take it into their own ban is 
and legislate in accordance with their own good 
sense. 
He was ready to iup{>ort the Constitution of 
the United States. 
He beli ved that the State has 
certain rights which have never been resigned. 
He 
was not here to pass laws simply for the purpose of 
appeasing the people. 
He c uld read this cne great 
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EASTERN AND WESTERN AGRICULTURE. 


Since the first settlements of the Atlantic 
seaboard, the pioneer backwoodsman and 
the farmer have been traveling west—one 
just behind the other, and all other classes 
have followed in the race. 
From Maine to 
the Mississippi valley—to the Rocky moun­ 
tains—the changes in the soil and climate, 
though a considerable in the aggregate, yet 
they were so gradual that the adaptation to 
these changes were equally gradual, and the 
Eastern farmer and the W estern farmer were 
but a little way apart so far as their modes 
of culture were concerned. 
They each sowed 
their winter-wheat in September and reaped 
it in July. 
Each planted his corn in May 
and husked it in October. 
Each milked his 
cows during the summer and let them go 
dry during the winter. 
Each worked on the 
farm during the summer months, and unless 
he had some saw-logs to get to the mill and 
some lumber to haul home to build a barn or 
something else with, sat by the fire in winter. 
Indeed, the transition from New England to 
the W estern Reserve, and from the Western 
Reserve to Wisconsin, was so gradual that 
the practices of the farmer seemed not 
to change worth mentioning. 
B ut from the 
eastern base of the Rocky mountains to the 
western base of the Sierras is not only a long 
distance, but the changes in all climatic in­ 
fluences are very great, and the changes in 
the 
modes of culture, and indeed in all 
the practices of the farmer, are necessarily 
equally great- 
The agricultural knowledge 
necessary to success in the Mississippi valley 
is end rely different from the agricultural 
knowledge necessary to success in California. 
T hat knowledge, for each locality, is necessa­ 
rily a practical outgrowth of the climate and 
soil and other natural surroundings of the 
locality. 
To illustrate, what would a native 
California boy, though well up in California 
farming Bcience and practice, know about 
New England farming, either scientifically or 
practically? The reverse of this question is 
equally pertinent and significant. The answer 
in each case must be, but little or nothing. 
I t was in view of this great difference of sur­ 
roundings. of this great difference of neces­ 
sary practices and the great difference in gen­ 
eral and specific ideas in reference to agricul­ 
ture, East and West, that the resolution of 
inquiry and suggestion was introduced by 
Congressman Davis the other day. 
The 
Commissioner of Agriculture at W ashington, 
sitt.ng in his office and reading and writing of 
California agriculture, in order to teach the 
Eastern or European farmers what agricult­ 
ure is in California, is looked upon by the 
practical farmers of the Pacific coast as but a 
little better than a burlesque. 
H e may be a 
very scientific farmer, as things go East,£but 
what he does not know of California farming, 
as things go here, would fill a bigger book 
than it took to tell what the lamented Gree­ 
ley did know about farming. 
I t is hardly 
necessary for the National Government to 
spend any more money or time in endeavoring 
to improve Pacific coast agriculture in this 
way any longer. 
W e want a teacher to the 
manor bred—one who 
has been on the 
ground and has received his inspirations and 
his practical ideaB from the natural surroqnd- 
ings. 
The suggestion in Mr. Davis’ resolu­ 
tion of a closer relation with agricultural 
societies west of the 100th degree of lungi- 
tude was a practical and im portant one. 


NEW PROGRAMME FOR TROTTERS. 


A proposition is made by one whose good 
judgment in breediug and testing the value 
of horses is vouched for by the Spirit of the 
Times, to do away with all the classes now in 
vogue for trotters—to have no time classifica­ 
tion, as the 2:40 class, the 2:30 class, etc., but 
substitute for these the classification of age, 
Bay, two-year old class, three-year old class, 
and free for all class. 
This proposition is 
certainly a novel one, and we think not w ith­ 
out m erit 
One thing in it is certain, it looks 
more to the interest and encouragement of 
the breeder than the jockey. 
Iu this respect 
it is certainly good, for, after all, the ostensi­ 
ble and honest purpose of all races, whether 
in trotting or running, is to spur breeders 
to 
improvement. 
Remove this element 
from 
the 
race 
course 
and 
there 
is 
but 
little 
left 
in 
racing 
but 
gam­ 
bling 
and the skill of drivers 
in 
get­ 
ting the advantage of their adversaries during 
the race. 
If the new programme will induce 
more breeders to efforts a t improvement in 
breeding, will induce more speeding of colts 
and a greater interest generally among gen­ 
tlemen in the honorable sports of the course, 
and compel jockeys and tricksters to take 
a hack seat, or no seat at all, then let us 
adopt it. 
The new programme seems to be 
in accordance with the maxim of the survival 
or success of the fittest or best. 
I t means a 
free-for-all race of each age up to four years 
old, and then a free-for-all for any age. This 
means, in its true inwardness, let the best 
only be awarded. 
Let us find out which is 
the best, and let all take their place according 
to this standard only. 
A t first thought it would seem that the 
new programme would be likely to reduce the 
number of races to such an extent th at an 
interesting meeting of trotters could hardly 
be maintained. 
In answer to this, it may be 
replied that all running ideas and races, ex­ 
cept handicapping and hurdle races are in 
accordance with this new programme. 
The 
variety and interest in trotting matches may 
be kept up by practical tests as to distance, 
as to the weight of the wagon or load to be 
drawn, and other things, thus testing the 
real superiority of the animal for practical 
road driving. 
The new programme recog­ 
nizes the fact th at a walking-match between 
horses may be tested with as much interest as 
a 2:20-class gait if the best walker wins. 
This, after all, is the real honest test—that 
the best horse shall win, and carry off the 
palm, whether he goes in 2:50 or 2:13j. 
I t 
m ight happen in these newly-arranged tests 
of superiority th at the 2:50 gaited horse 
might win in some of the most valuable tests 
of real merit, even as against the 2:20 gaited 
horse. 
The new idea is certainly worthy of 
careful examination on the part of breeders 
who are really breeding tor blood and sneed. 


OBANGE-CULTURE 
AT BRIGHTON. 


T hat is a practical lesson which B. B. Red­ 
ding has learned by his experiments in 
orange-culture at Brighton, in this county, 
a lesson which it will do well for all who are 
growing orange trees in this vicinity, or any 
other in this State, to heed. For the benefit 
of onr readers we will, in as brief words as 
possible, state the lesson learned by Mr. 
Redding. 
W e take it from a paper read by 
him before the State Horticultural Society at 
San Francisco, January 20th last. 
Before 
entering into the cultivation of oranges at 
th a t locality Mr. Redding examined the 
records of temperature of Brighton as com­ 
pared with similar records for Naples and 
Lisbon, where the orange is a success. 
He 
fonnd the mean 
summer temperature of 
Brighton to be 60.48*, of Naples 60.03*, and 


of Lisbon 61.04*. 
The mean tem perature 
of the 
coldest months w ast 
Brighton, 
46.21°; Naples, 47.04’, and Lisbon, 51:04*. 
Thi* comparison of temperature 
of the 
warmest and coldest temperature»convinced 
him that if orange culture was a success at 
Naples and Lisbon, there should be no cli­ 
matic reason why it should not be a success 
at Brighton. 
So Mr. R. determined to try 
and test his judgment. 
He purchased one 
dollar’s worth of decayed oranges. 
One 
would suppose that he selected the decayed 
fruit because he could get them cheaper. 
This was undoubtedly true, but it was not 
the only reason. 
H e had 
learned that 
orange seeds from oranges just ripe enough to 
eat well are not ripe enough to grow well. So 
he bought over-ripe oranges to secure seeds 
ripe enough to grow. 
A fter soaking the 
oranges in water and washing away the pulp 
and saving the seeds, he planted in a light 
soil, and they came up very well. 
He kept 
the little trees in beds till they were two 
years old, and then transplanted them in an 
orchard at Brighton in a mixture of red laud 
and river sediment. 
In 1876 he irrigated 
them during the summer every three weeks, 
and kept up this irrigation so th at the last 
watering took place the 15th of September. 
In this late irrigation there was a mistake, as 
the next winter proved. 
On the 2d of Ja n ­ 
uary, 1877, the thermometer fell in the night 
to 26°, and this low tem perature was reached 
every night for a week. 
The result, as stated 
by Mr. R., was that the orchard looked very 
ragged—the new wood was all killed, the 
sap-cells bursted and the leaves fallen off— 
and ten per cent, of the trees were killed en­ 
tirely. 
The following spring the vacant 
places were filled by trees from Los Angeles, 
and irrigation proceeded as on 
the 
pre­ 
vious 
season, 
only 
the 
last watering 
took 
place 
on 
the 
1st 
of 
August. 
The following December the thermometer 
sunk to 22*, but the weather for a week or so 
following was moist and cloudy. 
Between 
the caution in checking irrigation a month 
and a half earlier and the moist weather suc­ 
ceeding the cold snap this time the trees re­ 
ceived very little damage—the ¡eavesdropped 
and curled some, but no wood was killed. 
M r. Redding therefore concludes that orange 
culture may be made a success in all parts of 
the State where the temperature does not fall 
below 25°, but irrigation should not continue 
late in the fall so as not to allow all the 
young wood to be fully matured. Mr. Red­ 
ding concludes th at it is not safe to grow 
lemons where the temperature falls below 25°, 
and that the leaves of lime trees will fall at 
30* and the trees will be killed at 25°. 
These are practical and valuable points to 
be remembered.

OUTDOOE AMUSEMENTS. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST TO THE LOVERS OF 
FIELD SPORTS. 


A s a protection against phylloxeri, Euro­ 
pean vine-growers are advised by D r. Blan- 
kenhorn to propagate new vines from the 
seeds of the grape. He finds that the con­ 
tinuous propagation from cuttings has under­ 
mined the com-titution of the vine. 
A merican Merinos are lo iking up again. 
For instance, it is reported th at during the 
eight months ending September 1, 1879, there 
were shipped from M iddlebary, V t., twenty- 
five car-loads of sheep for breeding. 
The 
car loads averaged 100 sheep each, 
¡Six loads 
went to Ohio and seveu to Texas. 
T he production of cider in France attains 
the very respectable annual value of §20,000,­ 
000. 
Much stress is being laid upon the 
importance of improving the quality as a 
substitute for the failing supply of wine, and 
also as an article for export. 
Consignments 
of cider from France to South America have 
been made with profit, the article arriving 
in good condition, and finding a readv sale. 
Does this not suggest an opportunity for our 
American farmers ? 
M r. P e t e r s o n , editor of the Milch Zeitung, 
in his re|>ort on the exhibition of dairy 
products in London, last fall, refers in glow­ 
ing terms to the growing importance of Ger­ 
man dairy products in the English markets. 
The Germans are likely to be hard to beat in 
this line, and the great increase in their ex­ 
ports of late years is a good proof of their in­ 
dustry and perseverance in improving the 
quality of their butter and cheese. 
W il l P oultry P a t ?—The question, “ W ill 
poultry farming pay ?’’ is being asked more 
than ever this winter—and, everything taken 
into consideration, it is rather a hard one to 
answer. 
If the person wishing to engage in 
keeping poultry on an extensive scale—inien !- 
ing thereby to make a living or something 
more—has a natural tendency towards such 
business, and can take pleasure in properly 
caring for his flock, and follows the directions 
so often laid down by those long engaged in 
the business, my answer would be yes. 
B ut 
let no one without experience in keeping poul­ 
try imagine for a moment that it is all sun­ 
shine and pleasure in managing a poultry 
farm. 
I know of no business that demands 
more close attention, even to the minutest 
detail. 
M y advice would be to start with 
comparatively a small num ber—say 100— 
ami see how you get on with that number, 
and as your experience grows, so let your 
flock increase. 
Your buildings need not be 
expensive, but they must be comfortable and 
roomy. 
M y own plan was to fence in ten 
acres with a fence five feet high—rough 
pickets. 
My houses are scattered around on 
this patch so that each flock is comparatively 
by itself—all the yards I have are for my lit­ 
tle chicks, which a- fast as possible are m ar­ 
keted early for broilers, saving the best early 
pullets to replace half of the old stock each 
year. 
These pullets ase turned into the ten- 
acre inclosure soon as they are old enough to 
determine whether they are fit to be saved. 
About 500 hens can be handily (and I find 
successfully) kept on this amount of ground. 
From this number of hens one should aver­ 
age about 4,000 chicks each year. 
Allow the 
hens to set as soon after January 1st as they 
desire, and never let them after June 1st. 
Late chickens are “ no good ” as a rule.—[J. 
H. W ., in Prairie Farmer. 
P o u ltr y H o u ses.—Ajax, in Prairie Far­ 
mer : 
Noticing a request for a description of 
some readers’ poultry houses, I hereby offer 
mine : 
The house is built of concrete walls 
12 inches thick a t base, 10 inches at top, 10 
feet by 20 inside measurement. 
N orth side 
7i¡ feet high, south side 4 feet, door in east 
end, opening for ingress and egress of fowls 
exactly in the center on south side. 
Dividing 
the roof nearly in the center is 50 feet square 
of glass; west of this the roof is hinged at 
the top so the lower end can be raised 2 feet, 
if desired, to admit air during warm weather, 
still affording shelter from rains and heavy 
dews. 
The roof is of the best shingles, ceiled 
up on the inside except under the gla-s. 
In ­ 
side have seven perches 9 feet long, 3 inches 
wide, one end resting in holes in west wall, other 
on end of scantling driven in the ground. All 
can be removed in a moment. Perchesl8inches 
above a good board floor, balance of the house 
has no floor. 
Over perches 2 feet on west 
wall have six ne6ts covered with l'th in such 
a manner that hens cannot roost oh them. On 
north side, 2 feet above perches, have a frame 
of fourteen nests (two rows of seven each) ar­ 
ranged so fowls cannot roost on them. 
D ur­ 
ing the day a perch is placed so fowls can 
easily reach any nest. 
Six feet from east 
wall is a lath partition—lath running diagon­ 
ally—to partially shade fifteen nests that are 
used for setting hens. 
Nests are high, and 
five rows in one frame, with partitions be­ 
tween nests. 
A lath door connects the set- 
ting-room with the roosting and laying-room. 
Each room is supplied with a dust box 2 by 
3 feet, made of 12-inch boards set bottom­ 
less 3 inches in the ground and 9 above; 
kept supplied with ashes and road dust, 
and occasionally a handful of 
sulphur 
mixed in charcoal supplied in the ashes. 
Lime and gravel outside in abundance to all 
except the setting hens, who are supplied with 
gravel, water, mixed feed of bran and meal, 
with occasionally some meat scraps. 
The 
laying and roosting room has two ventilators, 
and the setting-room one. that can be opened 
and closed at pleasure. 
Eggs have not fr. zen 
in this house the coldest weather we have 
had, 14° below zero. 
Pullets have laid ail 
winter, some of them now setting. 
The 
building required six loads of broken stone 
for the foundation, which is 18 inches wide 
and 2 feet below ground. 
The wall required 
twelve loads of gravel and four loads of 
broken stone. 
The cost of the stone and 
gravel was merely the cost of hauling. 
The 
lime cost S3 75, plastering inside and eut 
SI 50, glass in roof $4 10, shingles and other 
lumber $5; total, $14 35. 
P art of the lum ­ 
ber for the roof I had on the place, also what 
was used for inside work. 
W ere I to build 
another house I would put the glass in the 
south wall instead of in the roof, for several 
reasons.

Tackle and skill — the 
Colonel is asciencedangler—were p ut to the 
severest test. 
Finally the tinny opponent 
was worried out, and the Colonel steered 
him to shore. P ost-A djutaut W illiam s and 
a drum m er boy who happened to be near 
“ rallied on the center,” and seized the 
catch by the gills and rushed him up a 
steep bank, throw ing him into a field, the 
Colonel launching the rod after him. 
You 
can imagine the excitem ent of th e post 
when the tro u t was found to weigh nine 
pounds and to m easure thirty-one inches. 
W as not th a t a fish sure enough—a truly 
royal trout ? 
Previous to thia the largest 
known tro u t caught by any person in this 
Bection was one taken by the Commissary 
Sergeant, which weighed seven pounds. 
Larger tro u t than these have been sent from 
the Jocko, taken, however, liy the Indians 
in fish-baskets or traps, the largest of which 
weighed thirteen pounds and m easured 
thirty-six inches.—[Turf, Field and Farm .

B r e e d 
T r o u t . —Go to the 
trout-brook or fishery in breeding tim e, 
and w ith a net take a couple of fish. 
The 
female is seen to be the stouter ; she lias a 
less projecting under jaw , and her fins are 
not so red. 
Pass the linger and thum b 
w ith a gentle pressure along the abdom inal 
region, and if the fish is “ rip e ” th e eggs 
will flow freely. 
They should be receiv ed 
in a pan of w ater. 
P u t the female hack ; 
take ou t th e male and press him in like 
manner, and allow the expressed m ilky 
fluid to fall into the same pan. 
S tir the 
w ater w ith the hand, cover it, allow it to 
stand for half an hour. 
A t the end of th at 
tim e the eggs which have stuck fast to 
the sides have become free and roll about. 
Now gently spread the eggs on the gravel 
of the trough, and the prim ary w oik is 
done. 
A fter tw o or three weeks tw o dark 
spots appear on each egg, and these, when 
held to the light, are seen to be th e eyes of 
the embryo, show ing through the tran s­ 
lucent shell. 
This is a good tim e to pack 
eggs for transportation. 
Take a tin box, 
tiie size and shape of a pint m easure, col­ 
lect also a good handful of peat moss 
(sphagnum) and wash it clean. 
Lay a stra ­ 
tum of w et moss on the bottom of the box, 
and cover the same w ith a fold of the gauze 
called mosqnito bar. 
Then p ut pure moss, 
and another layer of eggs in a like manner, 
and thus continue until th e box is fu ll.— 
[Exchange.

bottom under the coop, and fish passing 
over it are easily seen. 
Through this hole 
in the ice a wooden fish, properly weighted, 
is sunk to the proper depth, and w ith the 
cord attached to it the bogus fish is made 
to fly around lively, and thereby attracts 
other fish to its locality. 
The man in the 
coop, keeping w atch, seeing a fish in good 
position, lets drop his heavy spear, weigh, 
ing from fifteen to tw enty pounds, fasten­ 
ing him to the bottom . 
Some large fish 
are caught in th a t way. 
The M onday be­ 
fore N ew Y ear’s there were caught three 
pickerel, weighing respectfully 27, 30 and 
40 pounds.

C ity Mission m ade during the m onth of 
D ecem ber 4,750 visits, held 395 meetings, 
adm inistered 185 tem perance pledges, dis­ 
trib u ted 60,000 tracts and aided 500 fam i­ 
lies. 
The receipts for the m onth were 
$4,001 and the expenditures $3,401. 
The Rev. Dr. Jacob Ide, who recently 
died at W est M edway, M ass., had been in 
the m inistry nearly seventy years. 
W hile 
settled as pastor at Portsm outh, N. H ., 
Daniel W ebster was one of his hearers. 
H e filled th e Congregational pulpit a t W est 
M edway for fifty-one years. 
I t is said by the Churchman th a t no less 
than tw enty-six m inisters of other denom ­ 
inations w ere received into the P rotestant 
Episcopal Church in 1879. 
E ight of the 
accessions were from th e Congregational 
Church, five from the M ethodist Episcopal 
Church, four from the B aptist Church and 
three from th e Presbyterian Church. 
On the 16th of December, in a Binallcity 
in E astern Bohemia, thirty-one persons 
were fined $*2 50 each for attending a Bible 
service not 
connected w ith 
the State 
Church. 
The leader of the m eeting was 
fined $12 50. 
On the 14th of December 
th e attem p t of a few believers in Stupitz, 
near Prague, to hold a Bible service in one 
of th eir homes was frustrated by the po­ 
lice. 
All this in A ustria, whose C onstitu­ 
tion grants religious liberty to all citizens. 
The Christian Leader says : Mr. Moody 
told a St. Louis reporter the other day th at 
44 there isn’t a ray of hope held out in 
th e Bible th a t hell will be otherw ise than 
endless.”

natural, perhaps; hut although twenty 
years of a wandering life may alter a man’s 
ways and mode of speech, it will scarcely 
change his inner being. 
Once a fool, al­ 
ways a fool; once a rogue, always a rogue ; 
aud if I was ever worthy of your confi­ 
dence, I am worthy of it now. 
It stands 
to reason. 
In matters of right and wrong 
we are carried along the river of life ac­ 
cording to the instincts we were born with. 
There is luck, certainly, and ray boat may 
glide into a golden harbor, while yours may 
be dashed to pieces in the rapids. 
Those 
are the exceptions ; the rule is, according 
to one’s inheritance. 
I have known a wo­ 
man as innocent-looking as forget-me-nots 
tell lies in a voice whose sweetness rendered 
doubt almost impossible; and I have heard 
the truth told in a shambling, defiant 
manner which stamped it false. 
So much 
for my preamble. 


“ 1 left off as we were making our way, 
Paul and I, to a certain town, the road to 
which lay through a forest. 
Paul, not so 
strong as I, having had a spell of fever 
upon him, from which he had not entirely 
recovered, wearied when within half a mile 
of our destination.

CHRISTMAS 
TREES. 


In a paper read before the Anthropologi­ 
cal Institute (Journal, volume ix., part i., 
page 97, for Angust, 1S79), W. J. Wal- 
house has suggested that possibly the cus­ 
tom of decking Christmas trees with lights 
and ornamental gifts may be a survival of 
the very wide-spread pre-Christian observ­ 
ance of hanging rags and cloths on bushes. 
The perpetuation of this ancient ceremony 
was traced by Mr. Wall.ouse, and by Hyde 
Clarke and others who took part in the 
discussion, alike in the fai|E ast and far 
West, among Aryans and non-Aryans, 
among Christians, Slus3ulmans, and Amer­ 
ican Indian believers iu the Great Spirit. 
But while necessarily adm itting these 
curious and interesting facts, I am not 
convinced th at they have any bearing 
upon the origin of the Christmas tree, 
which I should rather alliliate upon \g g - 
drasil, the world tree, the ash tree of ex­ 
istence of the Scandinavian mythology. 
Of the world tree, De Rougemont (Lee 
Deux Cites) says that it is “ oiie of the most 
magnificent 
emblems invented 
by the 
human mind.” As for the presents hung 
upon the Christmas tree, it is sufficient, to 
my mind, to refer them to the gifts which 
German children suppose the “ Christ- 
king ” to bring w ith him at the recurrence 
of the festival of His nativity. 
For the 
symbolic significance of lights at such a 
season it is not necessary' to say more than 
that they form an intelligible part of the 
Church ritual in the East and 
est, aud 
find a natural place in the social custom so 
bound up with the pre-eminently social 
festival of Christmas as the decking and 
lighting of the Christmas tree.—[Notes and 
Queries.

W a s h in g . — E x ­ 
perienced housekeepers very seldom give 
clear and positive instructions in house­ 
work. 
Their success seems to be the re­ 
sult of some nueommunicable knack. Years 
of experiment and uncertainty appear to 
he required in reaching positive knowledge 
in regard to housework, and that a knowl­ 
edge which must die w ith the discoverer. 
Who so desires to escape all uncertainty in 
one important department of housework, 
is recommended to read the following com­ 
plete guide to the whole art of washing : 
To begin with, clothes should not he soaked 
over night ; it gives them a gray look, and 
the soiled parts lying against the clean 
portions 
streaks 
them. 
Before 
be­ 
ginning to wash, the clothes should be 
assorted, aud the line ones kept separate 
all through the washing. 
Rub the clothes 
in warm—not hot—water. Hot water s ts, 
instead of extracting, the dirt. Tnrn them 
and rub them till perfectly clean in the 
first water. 
If the w ater becomes much 
soiled, throw it out and take fresh, for if 
the water is allowed to become very much 
soiled, the clothes will he dingy. 
The 
clothes should then be rubbed out as thor­ 
oughly iu the second as in the first water. 
No amount of rinsing or boiling will ever 
make clothes white which have not been 
thoroughly rubbod ont. 
After the second 
rubbing, put the clothes iu cold water 
to 
boil, 
without 
rubbing 
soap 
on 
them or 
putting soap iu 
the 
w ater; 
they 
are soapy 
enough. 
Too 
much 
soap makes clothes yellow and stiff. 
As 
soon as they begin to boil, remove them to 
the “ sud sing’’-water. 
If they boil long, 
they V ill be yellow. 
Let each article he 
well “ soused ” up and down in the snds- 
ing-water, rubing them out thoroughly 
w'ith the hands, to get the suds o u t; wring 
dry and throw in the “ rinsing-w ater,” 
which is the last water. 
Let this he 
slightly blued. 
Excessive bluing is the 
careless washerwoman’s refuge. 
The rins­ 
ing is to be as thorough as the sudsing. 
After rinsing, starch. 
The old-fashioned 
idea, th at ciotbes require to he dried be­ 
fore being starched, is not sustained by 
intelligent observation. 
Dip the article 
into boiling-hot starch, plunging the bauds 
constantly into cold water, to prevent their 
beingscalded, and rubbingthestarch well in. 
H angout, and be sure to stretch every inch 
possible to the sun and wind. 
Garments 
hung double, or in bunches or festoons, w'ill 
not bleach. 
W ash flannels in lukew arm 
water, and rinse in water of the same tem­ 
perature. 
Avoid rubbing soap upon the 
flannels. 
Stretch them when thoroughly 
clean, snap them energetically, and hang 
them up immediately—by the fire if the 
weather is bad. 
Two waters are enough 
for flannels. 
W hen sprinkling clothes, dip 
collars, cutis aud 
shirt-bosoms in cold 
starch, made so thin as to look like water 
with a little milk in it. 
Clothes starched 
so need no wax, lard or other preparation 
to make them iron easily. 
A smooth, 
dead white is generally more highly es­ 
teemed now than the glazed look which 
shirt manufacturers give to their linen. 
Clothes washed by the above directionss 
will he white as the driven snow.—[Mary 
Dean, in Scribner. 


A l l w o o l d r e s s goods or colored flan­ 
nels should be washed out quickly ill tepid 
water, rinsed in water of the same tem­ 
perature, wrung dry, and then folded up 
for a time, together with one or two sheets, 
so that the moisture shall be contracted by 
the cotton or linen ; they should then be 
ironed till dry, 
A patent wringer (made 
of India rubber rollers, which can be ad­ 
justed) is almost indispensable iu washing. 
It does not wear the clothes like the t wasting 
aud wrenching of hand-wringing, and saves 
the most exhausting part of the wash, be­ 
sides leaving the clothes drier than can be 
the case with ordinary hand-wringing. 
Salt or beefs-gall in the water helps to set 
black. 
A tablespoonful of spirits of tur- ¡ 
pentine to a gallon of water sets most ! 
blues, and alnm is very efficacious in set- ) 
ting greeu. 
Black or very dark calicoes 
should be stiffened with gum-arabic—five 
ceuts’ worth is enough for a dress. 
If, 
however, starch is used, the garment should 
be turned wrong side out. 


M u t t o n .—The best mutton is of a fine 
grain, a bright color, and the fat firm and 
white. 
Dark-colored flesh is a proof of 
age, and the older it is the better. 
The 
moment the animal ceases to breathe the 
entrails should be taken out and the skin 
removed. 
This prevents the unpleasant 
flavor th at is often found in improperly 
dressed mutton. 
The longer mutton is 
hung before being cooked, provided it does 
not become tainted, the better it is. 
If a 
saddle or haunch of mutton is washed 
with vinegar every day, aud dried thor­ 
oughly after each evashing, it will keep a 
good while. 
In warm weather pepper and 
ground ginger rubbed over it will keep off 
flies. 
The best roasts or baking pieces are 
the legs, the shoulder and the saddle. 
They are baked according to directions 
given for other baked meats. 
Currant 
jelly is served with mutton, and tomatoes 
in various styles.

L e m o n s .—For sick headache take a tum ­ 
bler two-thirds full of finely-crushed ice, 
the juice of one lerr.on and one teacupfnl 
of white sugar. 
This mixture, eaten by 
degrees or al! at once, will allay the fever­ 
ish thirst and quiet the disturbed qualm­ 
ish stomach, as it is not sweet enough to 
be nauseous. 
Sliced lemon is a very appe­ 
tizing addition to cold roast veal, also to 
minced veal on toast. 
For a cough or 
tickling in the throat, take the juice of 
two lemons, the beaten white of one egg 
and enough powdered or fine granulated 
sugar to make a thin paste. 
A teaspoonful 
of this m;xtiire will allay the irritation and 
cure a cough in its early stages.

C a l v e s 
B r .u n s . — C alv es 
brains are 
a 
great 
delicacy 
and 
may be 
thus 
prepared : 
.Soak 
them in 
water 
till 
all the 
blood is removed, 
dry 
them 
and then fry in butter. 
Garnish with 
parsley and serve. 
Or, after soaking them 
boil them in milk for twenty minutes, then 
drain them from the milk and pnt them in 
vinegar for three or four hours. 
Calves 
brains arc said to be good food for writing 
folks. 


L a m b .—Lamb 
should be eaten very 
fresh. 
If the vein in the neck is any other 
color than blue the flesh is stale. 
The 
forequarter is considered the best part of 
the lamb. 
It should be larded slightly, 
covered with buttered paper and roasted 
or baked. 
When done remove the paper, 
sprinkle on salt, 
pepper and chopped 
parsley, serve with mint sauce, 
A lore- 
quarter weighing from nine to eleven 
pounds will require for baking about two 
liours. 
Sweet-breads.—Veal sweet-breads are 
best, though those of mutton and lamb 
may be used. 
They should lie very fresh. 
Soak them in cold water an hour; draw a 
lardooa of pork through each sweet-bread; 


put them into salted boiling water and 
boil twenty minutes, or until well done, 
then throw into cold water a few moments. 
Remove the skin and little parts and keep 
in a cool place. 
When to be prepared for 
the table cut them iu even-sized pieces, 
sprinkle over them pepptr and salt, dip 
them in yolk of egg, dredge with bread 
crumbs and fry in hot fat. 
When done 
remove from the fat, into which stir a lit­ 
tle flour and then add a cupful of milk ; 
season and strain this gravy over the 
sweet-breads. 
.Serve with green peas. 


P lu m P u d d i n g .— One-half pound suet, 
one pound flour, half pound dried currants, 
half pound stoned raisins, two eggs, one 
nutmeg, half cablespoouful cinnamon, half 
tablespoonful cloves, half tabkspoonful 
salt, one and a half cupfuls of milk, citron 
if you lik e ; spread the suet and rub it 
through the flour; mix with fruit, and 
dredge with flour over i t ; beat the eggs 
very light, add the milk to suet and flour, 
then eggs, then fru it; dip pudding bag 
into cold water, turn wrong side out, flour 
well, turn the batter in and tie, leaving 
room for pudding to swell ; boil constantly 
three and a half hours ; serve with sweet 
sauce. 


R a g o u t o f M u t t o n . —Make a rich pie 
paste of a cup full of floqr, roll it quarter 
of an inch thick, cut into diamonds an 
inch long and half an inch broad aud bake. 
From a side of mutton cut two pounds. 
Put a tablespoonful of lard or drippings 
into a saucepan, and when hot fry in it till 
half done the piece3 of mutton. 
Then put 
them iu a kettle. 
Add a heaping talde- 
8poonful of flour to the drippings in the 
saucepan ; w hen the flour is well browned, 
add gradually a pint of hot w ater; pour 
this over the meat in the kettle, add three 
small onions, two sprigs of parsley, three 
cloves, a clove of garlic, pepper and salt. 
Cover closely and simmer for an hour, oc­ 
casionally skimming off all the fat. 
Five 
minutes before serving add the diamonds 
of crust. 
At the moment of serving take 
out the meat, crust and onions and arrange 
them on a hot platter. 
Pass the gravy 
through a sieve and skim off every particle 
of fat, taste to see if it is properly seasoned, 
and then pour it over the meat. 
This 
recipe, from Mrs. Henderson’s book, is good 
also for veal, beef, or almost any kind of 
meat. 
The quantity given above is suffi­ 
cient for four persons.

The answer to Question 21, in regard to 
that old; old city, has been answered cor­ 
rectly by the lady at Yreka, w ith the ex­ 
ception of Uz being the second generation 
from Noah, and Damascus being such an 
“ old, very o ld ” city in Abraham’s time. 
Damascus was founded by Uz, the third 
generation from Noah (Noah’s great-grand­ 
son), and, according to the generations in 
the Scripture, it was just 390 years from 
the birth of Shem (Noah’s son) to the birth 
of Abraham, and Shem was Uz’ grand­ 
father.

The earliest violins though seem to have 
been those of Gasparo di Silo, in Lom­ 
bardy, A. D. 1500-1G10. 
The Amati, 
Straduarius and Guamerius families of 
Cremona, during the seventeenth 
and 
eighteenth centuries, were renowned as 
makers. 
As to question No. 52, the word “ Mis­ 
sissippi” is derived from the Indian, and 
signifies “ great and long river.”

AN EVIDENCE OF ADVANCING CiVIL 
IZATION. 
The New York Times remarks upon the 
Bteady and unmistakable growth among 
American women in the Atlantic States of 
a tendency to plumpness wholly foreign to 
the earlier generations of Yankees. It says : 
“ Our women do not look aa they used to 
“ twenty-five, or even fifteen, years since. 
“ Their proportions have visibly increased, 
“ as almost anyone may see who will use 
“ his eyes. New York will serve aa an ex- 
“ ample. Formerly a rea’ly stout woman 
“ here w as pretty apt to be a foreigner. 
“ Now stout women are very common, and 
“ round, plump women of Anglo-Saxon 
1 * blood and origin are conspicuously plenty. ” 
The reality of this change may be ad­ 
mitted, and the question next arises, to 
what is it attributable? In New England 
it can hardly be thought that climate has 
exercised any such tendency, aud there­ 
fore we must seek some other cause. We 
have little hesitation in ascribing thechange 
primarily to the progress of enlightenment 
in the kitchen. A generation ago the art 
of cooking was in a very low state, and 
dyspepsia and kindred diseases were the 
rule rather than the exception in New 
England. During the last quarter of a 
century, however, more wholesome methods 
of preparing food have been brought into 
general use, with the inevitable result of 
improving the blood, and consequently the 
breed, of the American people. In the 
great West, where the tendencies toward 
generous sustenance were encouraged by 
the bounty of nature, a race of exception­ 
ally robust and stalwart men and women 
Bprang up. In California the effect of 
climate has been perhaps more marked 
than anywhere else. In San Francisco 
there has been raised a people combining 
the ruddy and clear complexion of the 
English with the delicately cut features of 
the Atlantic States Americans; thus 
forming 
a 
peculiarly 
perfect 
aud 
handsome 
whole, 
and 
as 
a 
re­ 
sult there is a far greater aver­ 
age of feminine beauty in that city 
than can be found outside of it, on the 
continent. Here we have a specially fa­ 
vorable climate co-opcrating with an im­ 
proved order of food, and both together 
have produced as fine physical results as 
have been attained anywhere, and perhaps 
finer. There can be no doubt that the 
traditional leanness and angularity of 
American women is disappearing, aud that 
in the course of another generation there 
will be very few traces of it remaining. 
Good food, more sensible clothing, a bet­ 
ter comprehension of the laws of health, 
and the increased comforts which go with 
the steady diffusion of prosperity among 
the massee, must produce this result; and 
it is even possible that half a century 
hence our posterity will be lamenting the 
tendency to corpulence among the ladies, 
as earnestly as the tendency to leanness 
was deplored twenty years ago,

Pursuant to adjournment the members of 
the Sacramento Bar met yesterday at 1 P. M. 
in the Superior Court-room, Judge Samuel 
Cross presiding, for the purpose of adopting 
suitable resolutions in regard to Judge Thus. 
Conger. 
Messrs. N. Greene Curtis, D. K. 
Alexander and P. H. Coggins, the committee 
app lit ted, submitted the following resolu­ 
tions, which were adopted : 
RESOLUTIONS. 
Whereas, The Great Author of the universe has 
taken from our num ber our worthy a id esteemed 
brother, Thomas Conger,whose exemplary character 
during life commanded our love and re.p ct, and 
whose loss in death we wish to c.-nnr einorate in an 
appropriate m anner; and whereas, both upon the 
K'-neh am! at the Bar our brother hail attuned a 
high position bv reason < f his profound learning, 
marked ability and iaithful service, and had pre­ 
served throughou* his long battle of life, to an 
unusual degree, th at purity of character which is 
rarer than genius and more precious than earthly 
fam e; therefore, be it by the Bar of Sacramento. 
Jiesolted. That in the death of lion. Thomas Con­ 
ger we have lost a pure, upright and able law yer; 
our city is deprived of a wise and useful citizen ; so­ 
ciety will miss forever a courteousaud conscientious 
gentleman, and his children arc bereft of a valued 
and affectionate parent. 
Resolvfd, That from a knowledge of his long and 
blameless life, we feel that in death he but “ wrapped 
the drajwry of his couch about him ami lay down 
to pleasant dream s.” 
Resolv'd, That a copy nf these resolutions be pre­ 
sented to the children of Judge Conger with the sin­ 
cere sympathy of the Btr. 
.Vs i, that a copy lie 
presented to the Supreme Court of the State 
(through the Attorney-General), to the Superior 
Court of the county of S a c ra m e n to , and to the Po­ 
lice Court of the city, with the r. quest that they be 
spread upon the minute» of said Cuurts. 
EULOGISTIC REMARKS. 
In moving the adoption of the resolutions, 
I.. S. Taylor said he was glad to indorse 
them and express his high appreciation of 
the deceased. 
He was a uian of pure, honest 
and upright character, and the memory of 
him would ever be revered and honored. 
N. Greene Curtis said he had kuown Judge 
C'orger 27 years, and in saying' that deceased 
was a good old man he meant much, and 
would concur in saying that some day- they 
would again meet that good old man. 
Heury L. Buckley felt that it was proper 
to speik for the younger members of the bar, 
aud as one who had been directly associated 
with the decease'i he had known Judge 
Conger long and well. 
The deceased had 
been kind aud considerate to all. 
He did not 
fear death, yet loved life for the Rake of his 
children. 
He had given patient attention to 
argument and evidence in Court even while 
suffering excruciating pain from tiie disease 
with which he was afflicted. 
His judgments 
were honest and fair, and his example should 
be a guide to the younger members of the 
profession. 
D. E. Alexander said that he had known 
Judge OoDger for fifteen years, and inti­ 
mately for four years. 
He fully indorsed the 
resolutions. They recited nothing that was 
not earnest aud true. Judge Conger was 
ambitious to the end of his life, striving al­ 
ways to do his duty-. 
If ever a pure man 
lived, that man was Thomas Conger. 
Samuel Cross—Iu asking for a vote on 
these resolutions I feel tiiat I am asking you 
to put on record a statement of your opinions, 
to Lie handed down as a refutation of any in­ 
sinuations that might ever be cast about the 
deceased. That record is a worthy one, and 
will serve as a bright example to other mem­ 
bers. 
In reference to what has been said I 
only add : “ Let me die the death of the 
righteous, let me die as did he, sure of living 
on through the coming ages surrounded by 
the glories of heaven.” 
Mr. Curtis moved that the members of the 
bar attend the funeral in a body, and the 
motion was adopted. 
Tiie Superior Court was then called to or­ 
der by Judge Clark. The resolutions were 
read to the < 'ourt by P. H. Coggins, and, ttpou 
motion of Mr. Curtis, were ordered eutered 
upon the minutes in full. 
Win J . Davis moved that Attorney-Gen­ 
eral A. L. H art l.e requested to present a copy I 
of the resolutions to the Supreme Court ami 
the Committee on Resolutions to present 
them to each of the other Courts named. 
Judge Clark remarked that while the occa­ 
sion which called for the presentation of the 
memorial was a sad one, it gave him great 
pleasure, under the circumstances, to have so 
fitting a testimonial to the worth of the de­ 
ceased spread upon the minutes of his Court. 
He had also known the deceased for twenty- 
seven years, and would bear testimony to his 
good character. 
The Court then adjourned.

prise they have in contem plation. 


MANY THINGS. 
M oney is more abundant here than was 
ever before known, I believe, not because 
it grew here, but because it came here 
seeking investm ent. 
The Dundee Scottish 
Loan Company (though th a t is not its 
name) has loaned immense sums to the 
farm ers of Oregon this fall, and unfor­ 
tunately they were very glad to borrow it. 
This company loans money at 10 per cent, 
on lo rg tim e, and as they get all they 
w ant in Scotland a t 5 per cent., or less, 
there is evidently a handsome thing made 
out of it, especially as it is the eastern to 
loau-it so th at the borrow er p a is the taxes. 
Money can be bad here ou good real estate 
security a t ten per cent., bu t th e average 
b irrower is skinned rem orsclts-lv by money 
1 rokers, who charge him fearfully lor their 
commission. 
The people in *he country are becoming 
excited over sm all profits on fanning ami 
heavy rates of interest, and there is a pop­ 
ular feeling grow ing up in favor of estab­ 
lishing by a law a lower Tate of interest. 
There is also a grow ing feeling in the 
minds of intelligent farm ers th at they m ust 
find some other use for their land and their 
tim e than raising w heat year after year, 
and despoiling the soil of its virtues by the 
cargo. 
They realize th a t they will soon 
have little left, and are casting about for 
m ethods of m ixed farm ing, and indeed 
there is need o f some diversity, or else the 
soil won’t long repay for cultivation. W hile 
we have strong soils, they cannot raise 
w heat forever w ithout rest or recuperation. 
Politics is becoming m ighty again. 
The 
co-ordination of -the Dem ocratic and Re­ 
publican forces has hot been as perfectly 
dem onstrated in past years as some would 
like, and the machine men are inclined to 
work out the political problem w ithout the 
aid of th e p eople; but all through the 
S tate the people are more or less inclined 
to think and act on reason more than on 
political, or rath er partisan, instinct.

NEW PUBLICATIONS, 
THE WEATHEK UP IN OREGON AND THE 
AGRICULTURAL OUILOOK. 
CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH, 


A F o o l’s E rra n d . 
By One of th e Fools. 
Fords. 
Howard A H uloert, New York. 8vo., cloth, 1 vol 
W. A. A C. S. H oughton, Sacramento. 
The reader of this remarkable book must 
not take it up with the expectation of opening 
a sensational novel, or an entrancing love 
story ; but he may expect to read of some 
thrilling adventures, not in wilds and on 
frontiers, but in the heart of our common 
country. 
There is a fringe of romance about 
the sto ry ; there is a silver thread of love 
running through it. but these are merely in­ 
cidental. 
The heart aud soul, the pith and 
essence, of the volume involve grave political 
problems. 
In brief, at the close of the war a 
U nion officer removes with his family to a 
Southern State, where, by bis independ­ 
ence 
of 
thought 
and 
expression, 
lis 
hatred of slavery, his love for the Union, his 
unwavering defense of the frtedm an, he be­ 
comes a m ark for the assassin’s bullet, is 
ostracized, driven from society, and is made 
the b utt and sneer of nearly the whole peo­ 
ple of 
his community. 
He went South, 
thoroughly ii¡ love with w hat he believed the 
wisdom of the reconstruction policy of the 
National Government, but in a brief time 
became convinced of its defects, its hol­ 
lowness and its cruel injustice, not only to th 
negroes, but the whites of the South, and that 
its effect was to make cowards of the freed- 
men, m artyrs oí 1J uioniste, and tyrants of 
Confederates. 
The bitter incisiveness, the 
vigor ami power of the text in dealing with 
“ the policy,” are remarkable, anil evidence 
not a practiced pen. but one of rare and 
trenchant quality. 
The narrative rises at 
times to a philippic fall of passion—almost 
rage—and glows with the honest indignation 
and helplessness of one persecuted and bound. 
Y et the writer does not lose his sense of right 
judgment, of exact justice, nor does he for a 
moment fail to recognize the good and true 
in Southern character. 
There is no effort to 
belittle our people below Mason aud Dixon’s 
line, or to present them to the world as worse 
than others of mankind, or less virtuous, hon­ 
est or high-minded, lie deals with their edu­ 
cational beliefs, and their political creed, 
which is so interwoven with their social sys­ 
tem as to he inseparable from it. He believes 
th at the Goveranieut wholly misconceived 
the temper of the people and their character­ 
istics, the rooted growths of a century; mis­ 
apprehended the truth with regard to the 
caste and clannishness of the Southern people, 
and wholly failed of its duty toward the 
millions of 
slaves it set 
free. 
He 
dis­ 
sipates 
utterly 
the 
glowing 
political 
ideas concerning the amicable relations which 
W ashington statesmen would fain have the 
people believe to have been legislated into ex­ 
istence, and presents as plain and unwelcome 
tru th what he claims to be the real sentiment 
of the South toward the Government, in un­ 
mistakable language, and with all the force of 
honest and deep-seated conviction. 
I t is a 
book written from one side of the question, 
of course, despite the effort to be impartial, 
and to commeud the better elements in 
Southern society. 
I t should be read with a 
constantly clear view of its passionate char­ 
acter and its warm opposition to every plan 
of 
reconstruction 
yet 
attempted. 
Thus 
considered, the reader will derive from it 
much of value and find it brim full of texts 
for profoundest thought. 
It is a book which 
will be widely read, bitterly attacked and 
quite as hotly defended. 
I t cannot be said to 
be a second “ Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” yet since 
the issuance of th at phenomenal volume no 
work has approached it so nearly’ as this in 
its treatm ent of those vital questions which 
brought ou the war and still involve the Gov­ 
ernment. 
I t is a noteworthy publication 
from a fresh and brilliant pen ; a book which 
will take no mean place in the literary and 
political annals of the country. 


Another of Appleton’s Handy-volume Se­ 
ries is entitled “ Lord M acaulay—His W rit­ 
in g s,” by Charles H . Jones. 
(W. A. k 
<?. S. Houghton, Sacramento.) 
In this work 
Air. Jones treats of M acaulay’s childhood 
XVnd youth, next of the Edinburgh Review 
essays, the first of M acaulay’s writings which 
attracted uiuck attention, although he had 
served an apprenticeship as a magazine writer 
before he became connected wilb the Review. 
H e then takes up his Parliam entary career, 
where Macaulay was the great advocate and 
interpreter of Whig principles, though he 
was not reared in the W hig faith, his father’s 
bouse being the very' ceuter of consultation 
of uncompromising Tories. 
The next divis­ 
ion of the work is given up to “ The India 
Episode,” and opens with letters clearly ex­ 
plaining the motive and object of M acaulay 
in going to India. 
The next division treats 
of M acaulay as a Cabinet M inister, and the 
next is devoted to his “ H istory of England.” 
Then 
come 
chapters 
on 
his 
closing 
years 
and 
his 
personal 
traits 
and 
character, 
concluding 
with 
a 
consid­ 
eration of his qualities as a writer. 
Mr. 
Jones 
says 
that the chief authority for 
the biographical portions of the work is Tre­ 
velyan’s “ Life and Letters of Lord Macau­ 
lay.” H e adds : “ T hat work is so copious, so 
comprehensive, and so excellent that it might 
well be regarded as excluding all other bio­ 
graphers from the field ; but though no one 
who has actually read it ever wished it short­ 
er, yet there are very many readers interested 
in M acaulay who could never be induced to 
lead so voluminous and costly a work. 
In ­ 
deed, Mr. Trevelyan himself, in giving the 
raison d'etre for his own work, gives also 
w hat appears to be a sufficient excuse for 
this. 
JÜ.e say s: 
* There m ust be 
tens 
of 
thousands 
whose 
interest 
in 
his­ 
tory and literature 
he (Macaulay) 
has 
awakened 
and 
informed 
by his 
pen, 
and 
who 
would 
gladly 
know 
what 
manner 
of man it 
was 
that has done 
them so great a service.’ 
We may say 
with equal confidence that ‘ there m ust be 
tens of thousands ’ who ‘ would gladly know 
what manner of man ’ M acaulay was who 
will never make for themselves the oppor­ 
tunity of reading Mr. Trevelyan’s elaborate 
‘ Life.’’’ And this gives the key to the mo­ 
tive for the .present work, which ondts noth­ 
ing essential to a compendious biography, 
but does omit all else. 
There is ju .t suf­ 
ficient of critical interpretation in Mr. Jones’ 
work to make it a very satisfactory guide and 
inducement to a more thorough study aud a 
better appreciation of Macaulay as a writer. 
“ American Ballads,” by Thomas Dunn 
English, M . D., L L.D ., is the title of another 
of H arper’s H alf-H our 
series. 
(H arper 
Bros.: New York. 
A. L. Bancroft k Co.: 
San Francisco.) 
Dr. English is the author 
of the familiar ballads "B en B olt,” “ The 
Three Kings," “ The B attle of Cowpens,” 
“ Out in the Streets," “ Song of F ire,” etc. 
No collection of Dr. English’s poems having 
been published, the materials for this little 
volume had to be sought for in various peri­ 
odicals issued during the last thirty-seven 
years. 
Such only have been given by the 
publishers as have met with marked popular 
favor. 
M any more, as purely American in 
their subject, character, or mode of handling, 
might have been had, but the size of the vol­ 
ume must have been much increased. Those 
chosen are characteristic. 
Dr. Eaglish’s style 
is peculiar, his metres at times bizarre, and 
his work—notably the historical ballads— 
marked by vigorous and bold treatm ent, aud 
a marvelous faithfulness, in his incident and 
description, to the truth of history. 
The bal­ 
lads are, in fact, as much historical as they are 
metrical studies. 
I t is possible th at the ad­ 
mirers of Dr. English may miss some of their 
favorites. 
A number of poems of more pre­ 
tense, and possibly of more merit, were re­ 
jected as being incompatible with the title. 
“ Kail un ais” and “ Akeratos,” for instance, 
may be thought to afford a fairer measure of 
Dr. English's power than some of those se­ 
lected ; but, as is claimed, they are in no 
sense American in nature or treatm ent, and 
therefore have no place here. 
Those given 
serve to show the style of the poet, and pre­ 
sent fairly his directness of purpose and 
power of execution. 


From W . C. B artlett we have a espy of 
the author's private edition of “ A Breeze 
from the W oods.” I t is made up of pa- 
S 
ra originally published in the ‘‘Overland 
onthly.” A Small private edition was is­ 
sued some years ago. 
In tne present form no 
m aterial revision has been made. 
One of tke 
best commendatory remarks that can be made 
concerning these papers is, th at they wear 
well, grow better with age and are reread 
with almost new interest. M r. B artlett's 
literary labors are familiar to Pacific coast 
people and have a reputation also abroad. 
H is scholarly diction, the finish of his style, 
his descriptive powers, and the originality 
and force of his method in composition are of 
a high order. 
“ Labor-making M achinery” is the title of a 
{pamphlet edition of an essay by Fred. Perry

A t last we have a touch of spring aud a 
gleam of sunshine, after weeks of frost and 
clouds th at gave us all things by turns bu t 
pleasant w eather through th e entire m onth 
of January. 
There w as little farm -w ork 
done in the m onth ju st p a s t; there was a 
forbidding course of storm and tw ice as 
much rain as in January, 1879, bu t since 
th e begiuning of February the word from 
far aud near is, th a t farm ers are plowing 
w ith all their m ight, and should they get 
th eir spring w ork done early, there is not 
much to be feared from reourrence of rust, 
which is certainly an incident of clim atic 
conditions, and only atten d an t upon grow­ 
ing grain 
th a t is late 
in 
grow th, in 
an 
abnorm al 
season. 
Last 
year 
we 
had 
tw o 
abnorm al 
seasons, 
for 
the 
w inter and early spring m ouths were so 
consecutively rainy th a t farm ers did little 
plowing and less sowing in F ebruary or 
M arch, and it was M ay before the greater 
portion of spring w heat was sowed, a great 
deal of it being p u t in all through the 
m onth of June, and on very tow and w et 
land some was sowed late in June. E very­ 
thing was for a while favorable to the 
grow th of this late-sown grain, and no 
season could have been more propitious 
had the rains not continued into th e m id­ 
dle of July, which the memory of m an 
had Sever know n before. 
The w arm 
rains and succeeding very ho t w eather of 
th e m iddle of Ju ly g a v e ‘th e conditions 
m ost 
favorable 
to 
rust, 
and 
half 
th e 
w heat 
in the valley wa3 ruined. 
The 
fall-sown 
w heat 
did 
no t 
suf­ 
fer, 
nor 
did 
w heat I m yself 
sow .d 
on high laud in M arch and A pril m eet 
w ith any disaster, b u t all the w heat sown 
in M ay and the latter part of A pril was 
quite or nearly a dead loss. 
One week 1 
traveled through three counties and saw 
such a prospect as never was known, and 
the next the land was sm itten w ith a blight 
th a t m ade one’s heart sick to took upon. 
In the columns of your paper I saw it stated 
th at California also suffers much from rust- 
blight, b u t w ith us th e fall w heat never 
m eets w ith loss from rust, probably be­ 
cause our spring m onths never furnish 
w eather warm enough to produce th e con­ 
ditions. 
I t is hardly probable th a t the 
S tate of Oregon will soon again fam ish the 
same conditions of backw ard spring and 
w et sum m er th a t caused the rust-blight of 
1S79. 


AGRICULTURAL MATTERS. 
As the R e c o r d - U n i o n circulates so m uch 
more than any other journal among the 
farm ers of your State, I generally take 
pains to give particulars of farm ing opera­ 
tions in Oregon, which I have some insight 
of, as my own business is intim ately con­ 
nected therew ith. 
I t is a h ab it I have to 
tell the tru th , and not gloss over facts th a t 
show th e disadvantages of our State. 
W e 
are blessed in man}’ particulars, and in no 
need of apologists, but the fact seems to be 
th a t when the world was tu rn ed over to 
the present race of man the G arden of Eden 
was left out. 
There is no country w ithout 
its disadvantages, bu t Oregon has enough 
good points in its favor to far overbalance 
those 
th a t 
are 
objectionable. 
I t 
is 
true 
as 
gospel 
th a t 
in 
1878 
the 
wlieat-growers of the W illam ette had a 
partial failure of crops, so th a t th eir ex­ 
pectations were disappointed, though the 
crop could not be called a failure; aud in 
1879 we were afflicted w ith rust, so th a t 
m any were ruined. 
B ut w hile the tw o 
w orst harvests ever know n came on us con­ 
secutively, we have no cause for discour­ 
agem ent. 
I t sim ply shows th a t we boasted 
too much when we said there were no fail­ 
ures here ; for the spring crop of 1879 was 
au u tte r failure. 
A t the same tim e there 
were unexam pled harvests all over E astern 
Oregon aud W ashington T erritory, a region 
ten tim es as extensive as this valley, and 
th a t will 
soon m ake 
the 
surplus 
for 
export, 
of 
th e 
Columbia, 
equal 
to 
th a t 
shipped 
from 
San 
Francisco. 
There is much discouragem ent felt jn st 
now, because people are financially em bar­ 
rassed and so much hum iliated, but we 
have splendid indications of a good crop 
for 1880 ; th e a rta of fall-sown w heat is 
larger than ever known before, for every 
farm er made the most of a propitious sea­ 
son and secured all the fall sowing he 
could. 
I t now looks well, not having 
suffered the least from frost, as, when the 
heavy frost came, it was preceded by snow, 
and the w heat was rath er profited thereby. 
The danger from frost is about over, and 
the w heat spreads and grows finely this 
pleasant w eather. 
So, w ith th e fu rth er 
prospect th a t spring w heat can be sown 
this m onth, there is no reason why the 
farm ers of this valley should not keep up 
courage and hope for the best. 
B ut it does 
not seem as if any of us had a right to 
anticipate very good prices for the next 
crop, as Europe can hardly be expected to 
have poor crops continuously, 
aud the

A bout C hristm as tim e, as you know, 
we had a touch of arctic w eather, and 
“ they say ” th a t one night th e therm om ­ 
eter w ent down 8’ below zero, and tlie 
mischief of it was th at im m ediately after 
the sun came out warm, and th e cold spell 
was a thing of the past, but it left its 
m ark upon the orchards, for the sun’s rays 
infringed upon 
the 
frozen 
trees 
and 
directly m elted th e frozen sap, and it is 
unfortunately true th a t the trees here are 
now destitute of sap in w inter, and the 
consequence* is th e south bark of many 
orchard trees is dead, or there are dead 
spots on th a t side th a t will m aterially 
affect the trees, though the frightened fru it­ 
growers finally conclude th a t th e trees 
possess vitality enough to overcome the 
difficulty. 
A but here the consequences 
were much feared for a time. 


THE STORM. 
I have correspondence from 
a wide 
range of territory, show ing th a t the storm 
of the 9th of Jan u ary was no narrow ­ 
minded affair, b u t prevailed over a great 
extent of sea and land. 
One friend writes 
me from far up th e Columbia th a t the 
storm reached there in the night, aud nmde a 
fearfulhow lingaudiom c tribulation tlirongh 
th e dark hours. 
F ar south, a t the border 
of K lam ath lake, it was seriousy felt. 
The 
destruction of tim ber was som ething re­ 
m arkable, 
and m any cattle were killed 
near here th a t had sought refuge in the 
woods. 
The great fear now felt is th a t if 
the sum m er is very dry fires will get out 
and sweep over the tim ber lanes, in which 
case great destruction of property m ust 
ensile. 
One thing about th e storm was 
noticeable, th a t it rolled in waves, some­ 
tim es m ostly above the earth, and else­ 
where doing devastating work on th e sur­ 
face. 
An instance was told me to-day of a 
tlock of ducks th at were sailing along 
above the gale, unconcernedly, when it 
suddenly took hold of them and sw ept 
them out of sight. 
Indications remain of 
some d istant period when such another 
wind upturned great forests, for m ounds of 
earth show where th e great roots were up- 
heaved, b ut it was so long since th a t the 
fallen trees have all decayed, not a sign 
being left. 
A century or more has passed 
since any previous great storm of m agni­ 
tude was here.

C h ic a g o ’s D e r i v a t i v e .—A t the rtcen t 
anuual m eeting of the Chicago Academ y of 
Sciences, Professor Babcock, comm enting 
upon a recent comm unication to the Chicago 
Tribune in regard to the origin of th e city ’s 
name, rem arked th a t it was the best show­ 
ing y et m ade for the “ garlic d eriv atio n ” 
of th e word “ Chicago,” though he was 
still disposed to qifestiori th e derivation. 
An exam ination ol the flora about Chicago 
showed three species of 
garlic. 
They 
w ere not found along th e banks of the 
river, however, b ut over the prairies, and 
two or three'species out near G rand Cross­ 
ing, 
Hence, 
in his opinion, the name 
“ G arlic riv e r’’ could not have been ap­ 
plied by th e Indians to w hat was now 
known as the Chicago rivei. 
B ut along in 
Ju n e and Ju ly a plant w ith large green 
leaves, resem bling a cabbage, aud very 
odorous, 
was found growing along the 
banks of the north branch. 
The Indians 
called it “ ¡Shokee,” and the English of it 
was “ Skunk’s Cabbage.” 
Shokee, by an 
easy transition, had probably passed into 
Chieogee, and Chioogee into Chicago. 
In 
his opinion the present name of the river 
had not been received by calling it “ G ar­ 
lic creek,” bu t Shokee or “ The Skunk’s 
Cabbage-leaf.”

ter, with a small glass syringe. 
If places 
which have beev nibbled by mice are rubbed 
with this liquid no mold will form.

TO 
DRAMATIC AUTHORS. 


I have sometimes thought of issuing a 
circular to the following effect : “ My dear 
sir or madame : 
I cannot urdertake to be- 
■come joint author of your play, and I ven­ 
ture to suggest that a manager should no 
more be expected to adapt a drama to the 
stage than a magazine editor to put inter­ 
esting matter into a halting story. 
When 
you have not got the technical knowledge 
which alone can make your work accept­ 
able, pardon my suggesting that it is your 
business to acquire it, and not mine to 
supply the deficiency.” 
Tlie reason, then, 
why there is a dearth of good dramatists— 
a id I think that the fact is unquestionable 
—is, iu my opinion, that although many 
people are anxious to write for the stage, 
few will take the trouble to study the tech­ 
nique which is essential to an acting play. 
This 
indifference 
is 
not 
confined to 
the amateurs to whom I have alluded. 
A 
distinguished 
man, 
whose 
work is 
of 
surprising literary merit, was asked 
whether a drama he had written had been 
modeled with a view to stage effect. 
Tiie 
reply was, “ Oh, no ! I make a point of 
never going to a theater.” 
Here was repu­ 
diation of the veryr element without which 
no play can possibly be successful. 
W hy 
it should be considered dignified to write 
for the stage if stage conditions are alto­ 
gether beneath one’s notice, I fail to com­ 
prehend. 
There is, however, some comfort 
in remembering that the greatest dramas 
our literature ha3 produced were written 
by an aetor. 
Shakespeare, at all eveuts, 
did not, when writing his plays, think it 
necessary to abstract lus mind from the 
stage. 
One of the most amusing heresies 
of our time is that which denies to Shakes­ 
peare the authorship which has made him 
famous ; but if any proof were needed, I 
have always thought the wonderful acting 
quality of these dramas a conclusive cir­ 
cumstance in his favor. 
Shakespeare knew 
the stage thoroughly ; and this fact is 
stamped on all his works.—[Henry Irving, 
in The Theater.

ADVICE 
TO 
DRAM AUC AUTHORS. 


I have sometimes thought of issuing a 
circular to the following effect : “ My dear 
sir or rnadame : 
I cannot urdertake to be­ 
come joint author of your play, and I ven­ 
ture to suggest that a manager should no 
more be expected to adapt a drama to the 
stage than a magazine editor to put inter­ 
esting matter into a haltiug story. 
When 
you have not got the technical knowledge 
which alone can make your work accept­ 
able, psr.lon my suggesting that it is your 
business to acquire it, and not mine to 
supply the deficiency.” 
Tlie reason, then, 
why there is a dearth of good dramatists— 
and I think that the fact.is unquestionable 
•—is, in my opinion, that although many 
people are anxious to write for the stage, 
few will take the trouble to study the tech­ 
nique which is essential to an acting play. 
Tliis 
indifference 
is 
not 
confined to 
the amateurs to whom I have alluded. 
A 
distinguished 
man, 
whose 
work is 
of 
surprising literary merit, was asked 
whether a drama he had written had been 
modeled with a view to stage effect. 
The 
reply was, “ Oh, no 1 I make a point of 
never going to a theater.” 
Here was repu­ 
diation of the very element without which 
no play can possibly be successful. 
W hy 
it should be considered dignified to write 
for the stage if stage conditions are alto­ 
gether beneath one’s notice, I fail to com­ 
prehend. 
There is, however, some comfort 
in remembering that the greatest dramas 
our literature has produced were written 
by an actor. 
Shakespeare, at all eveuts, 
did not, when writing his plays, think it 
necessary to abstract hts mind from the 
stage. 
One of the most amusing heresies 
of our time is that which denies to Shakes­ 
peare the authorship which has made him 
famous ; but if any proof were needed, I 
have always thought the wonderful acting 
quality of these dramas a conclusive cir­ 
cumstance in his favor. 
Shakespeare knew 
the stage thoroughly ; and this fact is 
stamped on all his works.—[Henry Irving, 
in The Theater.

W a s h i n g t o n . 
February 18th.— Senator 
H ill, of Colorado, lias been authorized to sub­ 
m it to the Senate, in behalf of the Public 
Lands Committee, a very interesting report 
which he has prepared in advocacy of the 
passage of his bill looking to the reclamation 
of arid public lands by means of artesian wells. 
The report begins by stating th at 800,000,000 
acres of land are embraced in the arid region 
of the United States ; th at not one per cent, 
of this territory has been sold by the U nited 
States, and th at it m ust remain unsold for 
years to come, unless some means are found 
to supply it with water. A fter deducing from 
this aggregate the number of acres of land, as 
ascertained from Government surveys and 
other reliable data, to be unfit for agri­ 
culture, even if 
water were supplied to 
them , because of their being broken and 
mountainous, destitute of soil, covered with 
lava deposit, or cuusising of barren, drifting 
sand, there remain, says the report, 500,000.­ 
000 acres of lands of the great plains and val­ 
leys, in a part of which valuable crops could 
be raised if water was supplied for irrigation. 
The report continues: 
“ M any thousand 
acres have already been reclaimed by utiliz­ 
ing the waters of rivers and streams, and 
spreading them over the land during the period 
of growth of the crops. B ut owing to limited 
supply of water, which can be made availa­ 
ble from these sources under the most favor­ 
able conditions, probably not more than 
three per cent of the 500,000,000 acres can 
be reclaimed. 
W hat use can be made of the 
485,000,000 remaining acres? They are not, 
it is trae, entirely valueless. 
They are now, 
and will be hereafter, used still more for pas­ 
turage lands, but they never can to any great 
extent be 
sold 
tor this purpose. 
The 
growth of 
grass 
is so scanty that it 
requires from 15 to 25 acres for the support 
of each head of cattle, and many thousand 
acres are situated from 50 to 100 miles from 
liviDg water, and are thu3 unavailable even 
for pasturage. 
B ut little will ever be real­ 
ized by the Government from the sale of 
these lands until it is demonstrated that 
w ater can be supplied by artesian wells. 
In 
the State of Colorado alone, on the great 
plains 
east 
of 
the 
ltocky Mountains, 
are 40,000,000 acres 
of laud. 
Much of 
i t will 
produce, if irrigated, 25 
to 30 
Smshels of wheat per acre. 
I t is in view of 
She facts whieh have been given th at Con­ 
gress is asked to appropriate S50.000 for 
i wring artesian wells. 
Private 
enterprise 
w ill not undertake the work, which is of an 
experimental character, as the land is all 
owned by the G overnm ent; but let it bp 
demonstrated that water can he supplied in 
this way, and citizens will purchase the land 
of the Government and wells will be bored 
by individuals and corporations, and in time 
vast tracts of ¡and will thereby he reclaimed. 
Should it be found th at artesian well water 
can be made available, these lands, from be­ 
ing the most barren on the Continent, will 
become the most attractive 
to farmers. 
Their crops would not be subject to the vicis­ 
situdes of rainfall ami drought. 
The chances 
of failure of the crops would be greatly di­ 
minished, and the interest in agricultural 
pursuits 
in 
th at 
section 
would 
be 
immensely 
stimulated. 
Although 
these 
lands 
are 
as 
unproductive 
as 
much 
s f the land which has been granted to other 
tstates under the swamp land Acts, no grant 
has been made to the States where the arid 
Lands are situated, to aid in their reclama­ 
tion. 
H ad this been done there would have 
been no occasion for an appropriation for the 
purpose of boring artesian wells. Thus aided, 
the States and Territories of the arid region 
would themselves have made a thorough ex­ 
ploration for water.” 
Senator H ill then gives 
some statistics as to the cost of boring 
deep wells. 
He remarks that Borne of the 
ablest geologists in the country have expressed 
the opinion that flowing wells can be obtained 
in many localities on the plains east and west 
of the Rocky mountains. 
He refers to the 
official statements of the Secretary of the In ­ 
terior, who reports that the homestead and 
pre-emption laws are not properly applicable 
to this class of desert lands, and to the recent 
recommendation of the Commissioner of Ag­ 
riculture for the sinking of artesian wells by 
the Government, with a view to the reclama­ 
tion of these deserts. 
He calls attention to 
the insignitiance of the amount of the appro­ 
priation proposed in comparison with the 
magnitude of the expected results, and in 
conclusion takes the ground th at the hill un­ 
der consideration is an experimeut in the 
light direction, and should receive the early 
sanction of Congress. 
Imposing arguments on the Pulgas ranch 
bill were heard by the House Private Lands 
Committee to-day, and action will be taken 
by the committee next week. 
Louis Schloss and Claus Spreckle», of San 
Francisco, have arrived here, the first on his 
way to Europe, and the second on a sight­ 
seeing visit from New York.

F or instance, the 
D epartm ent lias now a cargo of coal on the 
way to the Samoan Islands, where also a new 
coaling 
station 
will 
be 
established, the 
Secretary having found it very expensive 
to have naval vessels depend on supplies 
in private hands, which are often held 
at 
exorbitant 
charges. 
The 
Bay 
of 
Chiriqui and Gulf of Dulce offer peculiar fa­ 
cilities for such stations, not only because of 
safety, but because the two bays and the in­ 
tervening tract of land have been owned for 
many years, and ever since the days of Bu­ 
chanan’s administration, in fact, by an Amer­ 
ican citizen, who, it is understood, is willing 
to sell «11 his right to the United States. 
This fact made the acquisition of real estate 
and water rights for coaling stations there 
easier than at any other point equally con­ 
venient on the Isthmus. 
I t is said that nego­ 
tiations are on foot for the acquisition by the 
U nited States of the whole of the Chiriqui 
tract.

The Chinamen clear $6,000.900 |>er 
annum, and this money is transported to the coun­ 
try across the great ocean. 
The State cannot 
stand this great annual drain, and in this light 
alone they are greatly detrimental. 
Mr. Me Dade said he felt certain that the bill could 
have been passed without debate. The members 
are willing to pass almost any law to mitigate this 
evil. The Workingmen’s party was instituted to 
preserve the safety of labor, and this is their one 
great object. The other parties are also unanimous 
in their views on this question. 
No party is against 
the object of this bill. 
There is necessity for im­ 
mediate action, and there is no need of listening to 
any lengthy argument. The question is familiar to 
every one, and this question should he settled at 
once.

Thomas Beck, ex-Sec­ 
retary of State, t stised that he was acquainted 
with the m atters connected with the construction of 
the Folsom prison. 
In lettii g the contract for 
building the prison, bids were advertised for, and 
one was received for $200,000, another for $212,000. 
and another for $161,500, which was Mr. Jordan’s. 
1 he Board consi leied Mr. Jordan’s hid was too low 
a t the time, and would willinglv have allowed him 
to withdraw it, as we were satisfied it could not he 
built ior th at amount 
About the time the contract 
WAS let, but before it was signed, a question 
arose as to what was meant as to the finish that 
was to he put upon the stone-work, and, to avoid 
misunderstanding, the interlineations were made 
in 
the 
specifications 
which 
have 
been 
re­ 
ferred to. 
I always 
thought Governor Irwin 
was too particular about the exact compliance 
with 
the comract, 
considering 
as 
Mr. 
Jor­ 
dan had got the contract at too low a figure. 
He 
required the work to be brought to exact compliance, 
when in many places it w.*uld have been ju st as 
serviceable for prison purposes to have accepted 
stones and jiortions vf the work which were rejected, 
and which in these cases were fully as well d< no as 
could be afforded at the price Jordan was being 
paid. 
When Mr. Jordan failed t«» continue under 
ids 
coatract 
the 
Board 
took 
charge 
of 
the 
work 
and 
carried 
it 
on 
in 
accord­ 
ance with the law 
of 
1ST.”-76, and 
bought 
t v e m achinery and tools of Mr. Jordan. Mr. Jordan 
was to receive liis pay as awarded upon work com­ 
pleted at the close of each month. 
The first three 
or four-m onths nothing was paid, a* the work was 
being done m the quarry, and payments w ere only 
to be made f«»r work put up. We put a clause in the 
contract with Jordan th at he was to get no money 
until a receipt should have been received from the 
worknieu showing that they had received their pay. 
This w as put in as a protection to the men, apd was 
suggested by the previous experience wi h Miles. 
Tlic Governor and 1 went time and again upon the 
grounds and told them of this contract, so they 
should know their pay was secured to them .

back aud pay the men, but they got ?o they did not 
wish to trust to this way any more, and the com 
m itteé came down about it, as stated. 
When Mr. 
Jordan was unable to go and put on the num ber of , 
men that would be requhed to complete the work j 
at the time specified, the Board would have been ; 
willing to extend his tim e if he could have given 
any assurance of being able to finish the work oven 
with more time, but lie could not. He had 15 attach­ 
ments upon him aud 17 u’rikes there iu a short time. 
The work was segregated, and the carpenter w< rk, 
which was estimated at $17,000 by Mr. Bennett, was 
let by the Bjpard at about $12,000. 
ih e Board did 
all in its power to favor Mr. Jordan. 
The State 
paid some $5.000 or $6,000 for the machinery and 
tools which Mr. Jordon had there. 
1 was dissatis­ 
fied with the fact that Mr. Bennett used to measure 
up the w ork in Mr. Jordan’s absence and send up 
Ins 
statem ent 
without 
saying 
anything 
to 
him 
about 
it, 
but 
the 
Board 
considered 
that Bennett was the only man they had to 
deal with, and hence did not do anything about it. 
Mr. Bennett reported that a floor in the prison 
was uneven by an inch and a half, and wanted to 
know w hether it should be taken up. 
1 examined 
it myself and found it only three-eighths of an inch 
out of level, and said I would do anything rather 
than to make worse the m atter of a man who was 
almost broken up already under the contract. 
Mr. 
Bennett dealt more strictly w tli Mr. Jordan than 1 
would have done. 
I believe the specifications were 
unnecessarily extravagant 
and expensive for a 
prison, and as his work was fully sufficient for the 
purposes for which it was built, and as no profit 
was accruing to Jordan, I would have accepted more 
of 
his 
work 
than 
Bennett 
was willing to. 
I believe his bearing upon the subject and re­ 
marks among the men helped to ii.crease their 
want of confidence in Mr. Jordan and to bring about 
the strikes w hieh took place then. 
As a builder and 
architect, I am satisfied th at the prison could not be 
built for less thau $250,000 in the manner required 
by the specifications. 
1 do not believe it was ever 
intended to exact so strictly as was done by Mr. 
Be nett, and 1 don’t think the architect ought to 
have altered work after the Superintendent bad 
accepted. Governor Irwin has stated that he dis­ 
liked to hear any reflections made upon Mr. Bennett, 
who w ¡II probably never be aide to leave his bed again, 
and that Mr. Duncan was not selected by Bennett. 
I. L. Grant was recalled, and said the difference be­ 
tween the rougher kind of stone-cutting and the 
finer surface would m ake a difference of $24,500 for 
the inside of the evils, whieh could be reduced or 
greatly increased by th e architect. The estimate of 
t he actual cost of the prison by me is $198,000. Mr. 
Johnson, the Superintendent, presented time-cards, 
made out by Grant, of men on the work, which were 
identified, and which the Superintendent claimed 
would show that the stonew. rk on the cells alone 
would cost $160,000. 
The committee adjourned till 
Monday evening.
